Sir Hiram Maxim was essentially 


a self-made man. 
He received little 


schooling and when still young was 
put to work in a. paint shop. 
Later 


he went to Fitchburg, Mass., where 
his uncle had an engineering plant. 
There his natural mechanical bent 
had a chance to expand itself and he 
began his career as an inventor. 


On« of Sir Hiram's first inventions 


ivas an automatic machine for raak- 
iup carbureted air for lighthouses. 


In 1881 Sir Hiram was 
made 


Chevalier of the Legion of Honor a 
the Paris electrical exposition for hi 
Turbine to keep currents constant i 
a system of incandescent lighting 
the first device of the sort 


In 18S3 Sir Hiram, went to London 


and shortly afterwards produced th 
automatic machine gun, a. weapon 
that has revolutionized warfare. Si 
tears later he became a naturalizee 
British citizen.
